A  brave  layman  in  Georgia,  after  his  pas- 
iior  said  he  dould  not  lead  his  church  in  this 
Campaign,  pinted  his  finger  in  his  face  and 
Lid  "If  you  do  not  lead  this  church  now  in 
LSata  eraai  meaningful  movement  for  ths  Mssur 
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words,  let  us  hope  that  mere  adjectives  will  not 
long  be  able  to  give  them  sanctuary. 

<  'oust motive  is  the  newest  word-shibbolith 
with  which  some  are  conjuring  who  reprobate 
the  effort  of  speakers  and  writers  to  teach  God's 
people  concerning  the  dangers  which  threaten 
the  faith.  If  one  goes  after  a  lot  of  false  teach¬ 
ings  with  hammer  and  tongs,  he  Is  not  construc¬ 
tive.  He  is  destructive  and  that  is  like  being  a 
growling  dog  in  a  manger,  says  the  liberalist. 

This  allegation  is  intended  to  hush  up  those 
who  expose  false  doctrines  and  tendencies. 
There  are  some  who  have  criticised  the  Home 
Mission  Board  because  of  its  consistent  stand 
for  religious  liberty,  and  against  the  preaching 
of  a  Christ-denylng  religion  in  our  armies  and 
elsewhere,  alleging  that  the  Board's  course  was 
not  constructive.  Happily  for  the  Board, the  over¬ 
whelming  endorsement  the  Southern  Convention 
gave  at  Atlanta  to  the  positions  taken  by  the 
Board,  puts  the  matter  between  these  critics  and 
the  Convention,  rather  than  between  them  and 
the  Board. 

According  to  this  position,  it  is  not  construc¬ 
tive  to  call  attention  to  error  which  is  mislead¬ 
ing  the  peoplp.  Hundreds  of  communities  in  the 
South  are  afflicted  with  Russelllsm,  Mormon- 
ism,  Holy  Rollerism,  Christian  Science  and  other 
errors  even  more  subtle.  If  you  get  down  to  the 
level  of  what  our  people  want  and  sorely  need 
and  expose  these  errors,  you  have  lowered  dig¬ 
nity  and  forsaken  the  constructive! 

There  are  some  denominations  in  America  who 
have  suffered  from  this  dry  rot  of  an  impressive 
elevation  which  cannot  condescend  to  the  act¬ 
ual  needs  of  the  people,  but  Southern  Baptists 
have  not.  By  the  blessing  of  God  we  shall  not. 
The  silt  which  the  river  flood  spreads  over  the 
valley  to  fructify  the  soil,  was  first  washed 
away  from  the  far-removed  mountain  side.  Dis¬ 
integration  precedes  construction. 

No  leader  was  ever  more  constructive  than 
Moses.  He  was  the  God-inspired  way-shower  of 
the  Israelites  through  forty  years  of  difficulties 
that  were  unique  in  human  experience.  But  be¬ 
fore  he  led  the  people  forward  from  Sinai,  Moses 
ground  the  golden  calf  they  had  made  into  pow¬ 
der  and  made  them  drink  it  in  water. 

Raul  did  more  constructive  work  for  the 
churches  than  any  other  apostle.  But  he  also  pur¬ 
sued  false  teachers  and  teachings  more  zealous!) 
and  constantly.  Our  Lord  himself  often  pointed 
out  the  wrong  way  and  then  presented  the  bet¬ 
ter. 

Luther  exposed  Rome's  errors,  and  then  built 
the  Reformation  on  the  dogma  of  salvation  by 
faith.  Wesley  plowed  up  the  hard-pan  of  world¬ 
ly  formalism  in'  the  English  Established  church 
and  in  the  furrows  planted  the  seeds  of  a  spirit¬ 
ual  religion.  The  Atlanta  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  denied  the  right  of  the  government  to 
function  in  religion,  declared  against  church 
union  and  expressed  its  lack  of  confidence  in  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  war  religious  program,  and  then  gird¬ 
ed  Itself  to  raise  $75,000,000  to  preach  the  true 
faith. 

Really  constructive  preachers  and  churches 
must  shake  themselves  free  from  every  weight 
of  error  that  hinders  faith  and  dishonors  God. 
Then  and  not  before  are  they  ready  to  press  tor- 
word  toward  the  mark  of  the  high  calling.  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  are  not  now  in  any  humor  to  give 
attention  to  this  catch-word  or  any  other  catch¬ 
word  which  religious  liberalism  may  seek  to 
confuse  the  counsels  of  wisdom  among  American 
Christian  bodies.

TITHING 


There  Are  Two  llrwasu  Why  Christiane  Do  Not 
Tithe — Ignorance  and  I'nbeUef. 


1  do  not  mean  ignorance  of  agriculture,  sci¬ 
ence,  law  or  anything  of  this  kind,  but  ignorance 
of  God's  word,  of  the  teachings  and  wishes  of 
Ood  as  revealed  in  his  word.  Realizing  that  this 
is  an  unpopular  subject,  I  prefer  to  let  God 
speak  for  himself,  and  then,  critics,  objectors  and 
unbelievers  may  have  it  out  with  their  con¬ 
sciences. 

In  Leviticus  27:30  we  find:  "And  all  the  tithe 
of  the  land,  whether  of  the  seed  of  the  land,  or 
of  the  fruit  of  the  tree,  is  the  Lord's;  it  is  holy 
unto  the  Lord."  In  Deut.  14:22,  "Thou  shalt 
truly  tithe  all  the  increase  of  thy  seed,  that  the 
.field  bringeth  forth  year  by  year."  In  Malachl 
3.10-12,  this  command  is  repeated  with  a  promise 
of  unlimited  prosperity  to  those  who  observe  It, 
and  unlimited  curses  to  those  who  do  not. 

But  .some  say,  all  this  applied  to  the  Jews. 

In  reply  to  this,  I  invite  a  close  reading  of  the 
28th  chapter  of  Genesis,  the  story  of  Jacob's 
covenant  with  God  at  Bethel,  culminating  In  his 
famous  vow:  “And  all  that  Thou  shalt  give 
me.  I  will  surely  give  the  tenth  unto  Thee.”  Now, 
(here  were  no  Jews  or  Mosaic  law  when  this  was 
spoken,  so  the  question  arises.  "Where  did 
Jacob  get  the  idea  of  giving  God  a  tenth?"  I 
get  two  thoughts  from  this  incident.  First,  it 
was  a  religious  custom  of  the  times,  and  Jacob's 
first  Impulse  on  realizing  that  he  was  in  the 
presence  of  the  living  God,  was  to  promise  (be 
had  nothing  to  give)  a  tenth.  The  other  thought 
that  grows  out  of  this  incident  Is  that,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  there  were  no  Sunday  schools, 
churches,  preachers  or  teachers,  this  religious 
custom  had  been  handed  down  from  father  to 
son,  from  generation  to  generation,  doubtless, 
since  the  time  of  Noah,  with  whom  Ood  talked, 
and  whom  he  Instructed  in  all  the  details  of 
religious  matters. 

Again,  go  back  two  generations,  and  read  In 
Gen.  14,  where  Abraham  met  the  mayor  of  Salem 
and  gave  him  a  tenth  of  all  his  possessions,  not 
because  he  was  mayor  of  Salem,  but  because  he 
was  "Priest  of  the  most  high  God,"  This  is  an¬ 
other  evidence  that  this  was  a  religious  custom 
of  the  times  among  those  who  truly  worshipped 
God.  And  then,  when  It  is  remembered  that  Ab¬ 
raham  was  57  years  old  when  Noah  died,  It  is 
not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  he  got  his  in¬ 
formation  and  theology  first  hand  from  this 
venerable  navigator  and  preacher. 

Again,  recent  discoveries  and  translations  by 
archaelogists  have  revealed  that  the  world's 
greatest  law-giver  was  Hammurabi,  King  of 
Babylon,  who  lived  hundreds  of  years  before 
Moses,  and  that  the  tithe,  as  well  as  the  Sabbath, 
was  Incorporated  in  the  code  of  Hammurabi. 
Abraham  and  Noah  were  Babylonians,  and  my 
faith  is  strengthened  when  I  am  made  to  see  that 
the  same  Ood  that  inspired  Moses  down  In  Egypt  , 
Inspired  Hammurabi  to  write  the  same  things  to 
the  ancestors  of  Moses  in  another  part  of  the 
world. 

Again,  the  Greeks,  the  most  cultured,  refined 
and  enlightened  of  all  the  nations,  ancient  or 
modern,  pagan  as  they  were,  retained  this  alone 
of  all  the  religious  teachings  received  through 
their  ancestors,  form  the  times  when  Jehovah 
instructed  men.  This  is  evidenced  by  their  tak¬ 
ing  Into  the  temple  of  Zeus,  as  a  thank  offering, 
the  tenth  of  all  their-  valuables,  after  their  de¬ 
liverance  at  the  Battle  of  Marathon,  from  the 
army  of  Darius. 

go,  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  teachings 
of  Ood  to  his  people  In  ancient  times,  both  as  re¬ 
vealed  In  His  Word,  and  from  other  sources. 

But,  I  am  reminded  that  with  the  coming  of 
Jesus,  "we  are  no  longer  under  the  law.  but 
under  grace."  Brother,  ask  the  next  man  that 
tells  you  this,  If  he  has  ever  heard  of  any  abro¬ 
gation  of  the  law.  against  murder,  theft,  adul¬ 
tery,  or  perjury.  Remind  him  that  all  the  Jails 
of  the  land  are  full  of  murderers,  thieves,  adul¬ 
terers  and  perjurers.  Then  why  should  grace 


nullify  this  particular  feature  of  the  old  law  and 
leave  all  others  in  force?  Nay.  my  brother.  Jesus 
himself,  in  speaking  of  giving  tithes  of  mint, 
cummin,  and  aniae,  and  neglecting  other  things, 
said,  in  Luke  11:42:  "These  ought  ye  to  have 
done,  and  ought  not  to  leave  the  other  undone." 
Now,  the  question  arises,  how  san  we  say.  “I 
have  fought  a  good  fight;  I  have  finished  my 
course;  I  have  kept  the  faith,"  when  we  have 
not  done  the  thing  that  Jesus  says  we  ought  to 
do.  Obedlesre  is  the  test  of  faith 
II 

UNBELIEF — I  taka  It  that  enough  has  been 
said  to  remove  the  first  obstacle.  Ignorance  of 
Ood's  teachings.  Now,  comes  a  man's  Job  of  re¬ 
moving  this  monster,  unbelief,  unbelief  that  any 
of  this  apples  to. me;  It  applies  to  the  Jews,  the 
Mormons,  the  Mohammedans,  the  Ancients,  the 
preachers,  Just  anybody,  but  not  to  me.  The  moat 
I  can  do  is  to  mention  a  few  things  In  the  hope 
of  strengthening  the  faith  of  those  who  accept 
God's  Word.  So  I  will  enumerate  some  reasons 
why  men  should  tithe. 

First,  It  is  a  direct  command  of  Jehovah.  Thers 
is  more  scripture  on  this  than  there  la  on  bap¬ 
tism.  Second,  It  fixes  the  mind  on  God.  and 
makes  one  more  religious.  Just  as  a  Fourth  of 
July  celebration  fixes  the  mind  on  the  under¬ 
lying  principles  of  our  government,  and  makes 
one  more  patriotic. 

Third.  It  gives  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  for 
having  done  your  duty  that  nothing  else  can 
give.  Let  me  make  my  meaning  clear.  As  I  look 
back  thru  the  mists  of  many  years,  I  recall  that 
the  most  painful,  most  miserable  experiences  that 
ever  came  to  me  as  a  boy  were  those  when  I 
had  deceived  my  father,  when  be  thought  1  had 
done  an  honest  day's  work,  and  I  had  not  even 
earned  the  supper  that\  was  ashamed  to  sal 
until  he  had  left  the  tabm^  On  the  other  hand, 
the  happiest  experiences  that  ever  came  to  me 
were  when  L  had  pleased  him,  as  I  did  on  one 
occaalon  aa  a  12  year  old  boy.  winning  a  $5  bill 
for  picking  the  most  cotton  of  a  field  fall  of 
pickers.  I  could  have  gotten  anything  that  my 
father  had  that  night.  I  had  power  with  him. 
Why?  1  had  pleased  him.  Just  as  Jesua  says  In 
John  14:7  "If  ye  abide  In  me.  and  my  words 
abide  In  you,  ye  may  ask  what  ye  will,  and  It 
shall  be  done  unto  you." 

Fourth,  It  identifies  your  business  with  relig¬ 
ion.  The  reason  the  fuel  administrator  of  Au¬ 
gusta  recently  compelled  wood  dealers  to  give* 
an  honest  cord  for  the  price  was  because  there 
was  not  enough  religion  In  their  business  The 
reason  the  stores  of  Augusta  are  permitted  to  be 
open  on  Sundays,  in  defiance  of  the  laws  of 
Georgia,  is  that  there  is  not  enough  religion  pi 
the  politics  of  Augusta.  The  reason  this  world 
was  plunged  Into  war  was  that  rulers  of  cer¬ 
tain  nations  hsd  never  learned  the  second  com¬ 
mandment,  "Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thy¬ 
self."  There  was  not  enough  religion  In  the  pol¬ 
itics  of  Austria  or  Oermany.  8o..  anything  that 
puts  more  religion  Into  business  or  Into  politics 
is  a  blessing. 

Fifth,  it  puts  one  into  Partnership  with  Je¬ 
hovah,  and,  If  so. 

1st  He  Is  Invincible,  Just  as  David,  before  .Oo- 
liath,  was  Invincible;  aa  Stonewall  Jackson  was 
Invincible,  and  God  bad  to  remove  him  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  success  of  the  Confederacy. 

2nd.  He  will  pray  more;  has  to  confer  with 
his  partner  about  the  details  of  business 

3rd.  God  makes  the  nine-tenths  go  further  than 
any  man  can  do  with  tenth  tenths.  Here  Is  the 
supreme  test  of  faith  and  the  rock  of  offense 
In  this  subject  that  causes  many  to  hesitate.  Proof 
is  demanded,  so  I  will  put  on  the  witness  stand 
a  farmer  that  I  used  to  know  in  South  Missis¬ 
sippi.  a  member  of  Macedonia  church,  one  of 
the  best  men  that  I  ever  knew.  I  staid  all  night 
with  him  in  July,  1907,  and  of  all  the  tired 
looking,  exhausted,  worn  out.  emaciated  women 
I  ever  saw.  It  was  his  wife,  not  merely  because 
she  was  the  mother  of  nine  children  under  14 
years  of  age.  but  because  one  was  afflicted,  and 
she  had  worn  herself  out  nursing  this  child  and

But  It  doea  mean  that  hindrances 
hyslcal  health,  reatrlctlona  on  mental  growth 
obstacles  toil  morality  ahall  be  removed;  that 
ry  person  who  comes  into  the  world  may 
e  a  fair  chanfce.  the  best  opportunity  for  mak- 
the  best  ma|n  or  woman.  This  Is  the  duty  of 
Utlans  to  afe  to  whether  working  through 
churchee  o|r  through  th*  etat*  of  through 
*1  and  philanthropic  institutions.  For  our 
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part  we  Incline  to  the  belief  that  the  churches 
And  the  state  furnish  a  sufficient  means  for  at¬ 
taining  it. 

The  present  Industrial  unrest  is  not  only  a 
symptom  of  the  need  and  obligation  here  spok¬ 
en  of.  It  la  an  effort  to  attain  the  desired  end. 
Much  of  its  is  blinded  and  poorly  led.  Much  of 
it  does  not  clearly  understand  the  real  aim  or 
the  proper  means  to  attain  It,  but  it  is  feeling 
toward  the  light,  some  of  the  effort  to  attain  it 
is  blinded  by  hate  and  selfishness  and  partlsian 
spirit.  But  the  worst  form  of  It,  even  bolshevism 
is  the  symptom  of  a  serious  blunder  In  the  past 
and  a  preasing  need  for  the  Immediate  future. 

It  ought  to  be  the  privilege  of  God'a  people 
to  lead  way  toward  a  rlghteoua  adjuatment. 
And  we  may  well  set  before  us  the  statement  of 
Paul,  "That  there  may  be  equality"  as  the  aim 
toward  which  we  are  working  and  moving.  The 
living  conditions  of  a  laboing  man  ought  to  be 
as  favorable  to  the  making  of  men  and  women 
of  the  highest  type  as  those  In  the  home  and  life 
of  the  biggest  captain  of  Industry.  It  ought  to  be 
possible  to  keep  clean,  to  be  healthy,  to  be  prop¬ 
erly  nouished,  to  ward  off  disease,  to  educate 
the  children,  to  have  cultural  advantages  to  have 
as  good  preaching  as  anybody  has.  There  ought 
to  be  no  difference  In  these  matters.  This  does 
not  mean  that  all  will  be  rich  or  twell  to  do.  It 
may  be  a  blessing  to  he  poor  ana  a  curse  to  be 
rich.  It  doesn't  mean  that  any  shall  escape  work. 
The  present  false  leading  is  In  the  tendency  to 
do  aa  little  work  aa  possible.  Work  Is  a  saving 
blessing  and  idleneaa  la  a  damning  curse.  But 
there  ought  to  be  no  grinding  slavery  and  de¬ 
grading  poverty.  The  opportunity  to  work  and 
the  opportunity  to  develop  In  mind  and  .morals 
Is  the  right  of  every  man.  These  things  will  not 
come  primarily  by  legislation.  The  law  only  reg¬ 
ister*  the  degree  of  advancement  we  have  made. 
They  will  come  by  preaching  and  practicing  the 
truth  of  Christ.  They  will  come  by  embodying  the 
spirit  of  the  gospel  and  demonstrating  the  broth¬ 
erhood  and  love  of  the  religion  of  Jesus. 
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Ity  la  out  of  respect  to  public  opinion  or  stan¬ 
dards  or  fear  of  It*  censure  of  penalty. 

What  made  you  give  as  you  did  to  missions  or 
benevolence?  Was  it  because  you  didn't  want  to 
disappoint  your  pastor  or  discredit  your  church? 
We  cannot  be  content  to  be  controlled  by  appor¬ 
tionments.  That  is  man's  standard  and  simply 
what  others  expect  of  us.  These  are  outward  con¬ 
straints.  We  must  ask  what  is  the  will  of  God 
And  we  must  respond  to  this  with  a  Joyful  of¬ 
fering.  Conscience  knows  no  limit  to  obedience 
anud  shirks  no  sacrifice.  It  asks  not  how  little 

can  I  do  but  how  much. 

It  is  feared  that  there  are  some  In  our  churches 
whose  conscience  has  never  been  awakened,  or 
has  let  Its  light  cover  ony  a  small  segment  of 
their  lives,  or  to  vary  the  figure  the  conscience 
needs  to  be  whetted  on  the  grindstone  of  God's 
word  and  furbished  with  prayer.  If  we  are  not 
under  law  than  we  are  under  the  greater  obliga¬ 
tion  to  honor  the  Lord  and  make  his  grace 
known. 


oomonmoK  ani>  law 


Last  week  something  was  said  In  these  columns 
about  conscience  and  logic.  Here  It  la  proposed 
to  call  atention  to  the  substitution  of  conscience 
for  controll  by  law.  It  is  charcateristlc  of  the 
gospel  dispensation  that  conscience  Is  put  in  the 
place  of  control  instead  of  the  fear  of  the  law 
The  whole  motive  in  the  machinery  of  life  Is 
changed  when  one  becomes  a  Christian.  It  Is 
now  within  us  and  not  without.  “The  kingdom 
of  heaven  la  within  you.”  Paul  says:  "1  learned 
In  whatever  state  I  am  therein  to  be  self-suffi¬ 
cient."  that  is  to  have  within  me  that  which 
makes  me  equal  to  It  and  ready  for  It.  God  today 
Is  "working  In  us  to  will  and  to  do.”  Conscience 
is  on  the  inside.  Law  is  on  the  outside.  Con¬ 
science  Is  God's  lever  for  getting  things  In  mo¬ 
tion  In  the  Christian  life.  The  discovery  of  this 
and  the  application  will  work  a  greater  reforma- 
•  tion  and  transformation  than  the  substitution 
of  steam  or  elecrtclty  as  a  motive  power  Instead 
of  draught  mules  and  oxen. 

The  trouble  about  a  man  under  law  is  that 
he  is  always  trying  to  dodge  It;  Just  to  do  enough 
to  "get  by"  and  he  works  harder  in  trying  to 
get  by  and  la  much  more  uncomfortable  in  It 
than  if  he  had  done  the  thing  required.  The  law 
has  to  be  changed  from  time  to  time  to  catch 
the  violator  or  correct  the  evil.  And  It  takes 
quite  a  force  of  men  and  machinery  to  make  It 
effective,  only  to  find  a  new  leak  in  it  somewhere 
else.  Conscience  is  like  a  plow  It  gets  brighter 
with  the  right  kind  of  use;  and  like  a  hydraulic 
ram.  you  don't  have  to  keep  our  hand  on  It  or 
your  eye  on  it.  It  will  run  tself,  when  you  get 
it  properly  started. 

There  Is  a  good  deal  of  legalism  still  in  our 
churches,  a  good  deal  of  fear  of  penalty  if  we 
don't  do  what  we  ought  or  If  we  do  what  we 
ought  not.  Not  ell  of  us  have  risen  above  the 
fear  of  being  Judged  by  men  as  to  what  we  do. 
Not  ell  cen  sey  with  Peul,  "With  me  It  la  e  very 
smell  thing  thet  I  should  be  Judged  of  you  or 
of  men'*  Judgment.”  Much  of  the  ordinary  moral- 


THE  COMING  CONVENTION 
The  convention  which  meets  In  Tupelo  the  1 1th 
of  November  Is  in  some  respects  certainly  the 
most  important  meeting  of  that  body  for  a  gen¬ 
eration  it  ought  to  he  the  most  largely  attended 
ever.  The  best  and  most  thoughtful  preparation 
ought  to  be  made  for  It  on  the  part  of  all  who 
are  responsible  for  It  or  participate  in  It.  Our 
people  ought  to  pray  earnestly  and  often  before 
hand,  and  prayer  ought  to  have  a  large  part 
on  our  program  In  the  coming  meeting. 

Of  course  the  75  Million  ampaign  will  have 
the  largest  place  In  the  mind*  of  all.  for  It  in¬ 
cludes  all  the  Interests  of  the  denomination  and 
sums  them  all  up  In  one  great  project.  But  that 
does  not  mean  that  it  will  overshadow  other 
things.  Rather  it  means  that  these  objects  will 
stand  out  with  more  distinctness  and  appeal  to 
the  people  with  greater  force.  There  was  never 
a  time  when  the  reports  should  be  pepared  with 
greater  care,  studied  more  closely,  presented  With 
more  boldness  or  urged  with  more  faith  and 
persistence.  Some  of  these  reports  will  be  made 
by  our  various  hoards,  such  as  the  Convention 
board,  the  trustee*  of  our  schools,  and  of  the 
hospitals  and  orphanages.  They  will  present  their 
plans  with  care,  not  only  reporting  the  work  of 
the  past  year  but  outlining  plans  for  the  future 
in  accordance  with  the  work  of  the  75  Million  ^ 
Campaign.  The  Education  Commission  also  will 
make  its  report  and  doubtless  Indicate  It*  policy 
as  modified  by  the  work  of  the  75  Million  Cam¬ 
paign. 

There  was  never  a  time  when  thoughtfulness 
and  statesmanship  were  more  required  In  all  our 
work.  We  have  got  to  widen  out  and  enlarge  the 
borders  of  our  work,  t  is  not  our  prerogative  to 
do  this  in  the  case  of  foreign  missions  or  home 
missions,  or  to  deal  directly  with  the  south-wide 
work  of  the  Ministerial  Relief  and  Annuities,  the 
Seminaries,  and  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  of 
New  Orleans.  But  it  Is  ours  to  project  our  state 
mission  work  upon  a  more  extensive  and  Inten¬ 
sive  plan.  It  Is  ours  to  say  what  we  propose  for 
the  future  in  the  enlargement  of  our  educational 
work,  our  hospital  work  and  the  orphanage. 

We  do  not  know  the  name  of  a  single  man 
who  is  to  write  a  report  or  whether  they  have 
yet  been  appointed.  And  we  have  no  disposition 
to  dictate  anything  which  will  go  Into  the  re¬ 
ports,  but  we  do  know  they  carrya  responsibility 
this  year  for  enlargement  which  no  committees 
have  ever  had  before.  We  believe  they  will  be 
big  enough  In  mind  and  heart  and  faith  to  do 
i  It  well.  And  however  bold  they  may  be  we  hope 
the  convention  will  stand  with  them  In  the 
carrying  of  It  out  to  the  limit.  We  are  God  s 
fellow  workers.  Let  us  make  our  plans  and  lay 
i  out  our  work  In  a  way  commensurable  with  his 
great  and  gracious  purpose.  There  are  neglected 
r  opportunities  around  us.  neglected  fields  and 
s  neglected  races.  God  Is  bolding  us  and  will  hold 
s  us  responsible  for  them.  The  judgment  of  God 
8  la  upon  them  who  refuse  the  path  of  duty.  They 
to  whom  the  good  tidings  were  preached  failed 
f  to  enter  In  because  of  disobedience,  he  again  de- 
r  flneth  a  day,  saying.  Today  if  y*  ehall  hear  this 
-  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts. 
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A  NEGLECTED  FIELD 


It  is  good  to  see  some  of  best  preachers  turn¬ 
ing  to  the  work  of  evangelism.  It  is  hard  work, 
requiring  the  sacrifice  of  home  and  family  and 
the  comforts  that  gather  about  one  who  can  set¬ 
tle  down  In  one  place  of  work.  We  do  not  know 
of  anything  that  is  harder  on  the  man  that  does 
it,  except  running  a  religious  paper.  It  Is  a  work 
that  at  times  encounters  unsympathetic  criticism 
for  the  evangelist  is  assailed  for  his  methods  and 
his  motives.  But  verily  he  is  God's  sent  man,  and 
lias  his  reward  from  the  same  source  as  he  gets 
his  commission. 

There  is  today  increasing  demand  for  evange¬ 
lism  and  great  need  of  the  right  kind.  There  is 
a  scarcity  of  preachers  and  more  pastors  need  to 
stay  at  home  and  attend  to  their  own  business  in¬ 
stead  of  trying  to  do J>oth  pastoral  and  evange¬ 
listic  work.  Not  a  few  churches  have  suffered, 
some  of  them  in  silence,  others  not  so  silently 
by  the  pastors  absence  when  he  was  needed  to 
feed  and  lead  the  flock  and  save  the  people  In 
his  own  community. 

Evangelism  is  the  original  work  of  the  Chris- 
tion  minister.  This  Is  where  preaching  began, 
and  it  must  be  continued  if  our  churches  are 
to  be  perpetuated,  if  they  are  to  be  saved  from 
dry  rot  and  if  the  lost  are  to  be  reached  in  new 
and  neglected  territory.  Evangelism  is  part  of  the 
perpetual  ministry  of  the  religion  of  Jesus.  Today 
new  fields  are  requiring  the  assistance  of  men 
with  special  evangelistic  gifts.  And  old  galled 
places  need  the  evangelistic  plowshare  that  the 
truth  and  the  church  may  be  planted  and  take 
root. 

Evangelism  vitalises  every  other  department 
of  our  work  with  which  it  has  to  do.  Of  course 
It  forms  a  large  part  of  our  foreign  mission  work. 
It  has  transfigured  our  home  mission  work.  It  Is 
putting  life  Into  the  educational  Institutions 
which  utilise  it.  It  Is  the  right  hand  agency  wher¬ 
ever  it  is  employed  and  some  of  them  ought  to 
employ  It  more.  The  Baptist  Bible  Institute  in 
New  Orleans  has  the  greatest  field  for  evange¬ 
lism  In  the  south.  It  Is  using  its  opportunity  in 
some  measure  and  ought  to  use  it  immeasurably 
more.  No  year  ought  to  pass  In  that  city  without 
a  great  evangelistic  campaign,  emplyolng  the 
Home  Board  Evangelistls,  8tate  evangelists,  In¬ 
dependent  evangelists  or  such  outstanding  men 
as  A.  C.  Dixon,  W.  B.  Riley,  J.  A.  Francis  and 
others.  It  would  be  the  best  experience  and  the 
best  education  that  our  young  men  and  young 
women  in  the  school  there  could  ever  get.  It 
-would  make  all  else  they  learn  of  immensely 
more  value  to  them. 

Our  own  State  Board  ought  earnestly  to  con¬ 
sider  this  neglected  work.  The  Home  Board  re¬ 
ports  many  thousand  people  saved  every  year 
through  their  evangelists.  Might  we  not  in  Miss¬ 
issippi  do  the  same  thing?  If  multitudes  of  souls 
might  be  saved  in  this  way,  are  we  not  respon¬ 
sible  for  their  being  lost?  We  help  to  support 
pastors;  we  assist  in  building  churches;  we  cul¬ 
tivate  the  Sunday  school  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  terri¬ 
tory,  but  It  has  been  a  good  many  years  since 
we  sent  out  a  man  whose  first  business  was  to 
make  disciples.  Is  it  no  time  this  were  engaging 
our  attention?  May  we  not  get  back  to  the  first 
business  of  the  followers  of  Jesus?  To  evangelise 
is  to  give  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom  to  lost  men.

Dr.  W.  D.  Powell  who  has  been  doing  excellent 
work  for  the  76  Million  Campaign  is  compelled 
to  rest  a  few  weeks.  This  means  that  some  of  the 
rest  of  us  must  work  harder.

It  has  been  a  long  time  since  we  have  enjoyed 
two  hours  more  than  this  bit  of  bliss  we  had  with 
pastor  Morris  and  some  of  the  friends  at  Pela- 
hatchie  last  week  in  passing.

They  are  untrained  They  do  not  pray  except 
in  distress.  They  do  not  study  the  Bible.  They 
do  not  read  the  denominational  papers  They  are 
uninterested  and  unenlisted.  Their  leadership  Is 
poor,  visionless  and  unheroic  They  are  Gods 
people  but  need  light  and  enlistment. 

The  program  of  the  Big  Campaign  should  be 
made  efficient  enough  and  persistent  enough  to 
reach  and  water  all  the  Baptist  ridges  in  the 


Mifttiionary  Movement  la  asking  the  Baptist  c  - 
leges  of  the  South,  together  with  the  Baptist 
students  in  state  schools,  to  observe  this  day 
by  spending  a  short  time  In  the  early  morning 
and  an  hour  in  the  afternoon  in  intercession  for 
more  volunteers  for  home  and  foreign  mission 
service  from  the  ranks  of  our  colleges.

One  man  in  Madison  County  goes  to  his 
church  every  morning  at  9:30  and  tallts  to  God 
about  this  great  campaign.  In  another  church 
in  Madison  county  the  members  have  sun  rise 
prayer  three  times  a  week.  There  are  only  12 
churches  in  this  county  and  all  of  them  have 
accepted  their  quota  and  five  have  refused  to 
wait  until  November  30th  and  have  gone  be¬ 
yond  their  apportionment.  Two  of  these  said  In 
the  beginning  they  could  not  reach  the  amount 
asked  for,  but  after  praying  to  God  to  lead  them 
to  dp  as  he  wanted  done,  have  gone  beyond  any¬ 
thing  anyone  expected.  One  church  had  a  quota 
of  $3500  and  the  leading  member  said  we  can 
not  do  that,  but  the  pastor  insisted  that  he  pray 
about  this  and  he  agreed  to  do  that  and  the  night 
it  was  presented  to  the  church  this  same  man 
was  asked  to  lead  the  prayer  Just  before  the 
church  took  the  vote  and  after  the  prayer  he 
was  the  one  to  ask  why  it  could  not  be  done 
now,  and  insisted  to  the  extent  that  he  would 
give  one  fifth  and  the  others  followed.  When  the 
count  was  made  after  the  members  who  were 
there  had  signed  the  subscription  list,  bathiug 
it  In  tears  as  they  signed,  they  found  that  they 
had  $3800  and  a  good  number  yet  to  see.  When 
all  our  folks  tread  the  path  of  prayer  the  victory 
is  won.

THE  CHALLENGE  OF  A  LOST  WORLD  OR  A 
PLEA  FOR  CONSECRATION  OF  LIFE 


(W.  H.  Knight,  Prof.  Missions  In  Southwestern 
Seminary.) 

During  the  past  five  years  the  heavens  and  all 
earth  were  made  to  stand  aghast  and  watch  the 
forces  of  sin,  as  they  made  the  boldest  attempt 
ever  made,  to  bring  the  people  of  the  nations 
under  their  feet.  To  the  young  men  and  women 
of  the  United  States,  goes  much  of  the  credit  for 
the  halt  which  was  called  and  the  victory  which 
was  won. 

For  the  cause  of  religious  freedom  we  now  face 
a  great  need  for  the  giving  of  self  In  consecrated 
service.  The  Kingdom  of  God  never  had  as  glor¬ 
ious  opportunity  as  now,  to  cover  the  earth. 
God's  people  are  giving  their  “millions  for  the 
Master.’’ 

Now  the  men  and  women  whose  lives  are  need 
ed.  yea  more,  whose  lives  are  necessary,  are  those 
between  the  age  of  18  and  35  years.  The  ages  to 
which  the  world  turned  and  asked  for  an  army 
to  set  it  free  from  political  autocracy,  it  now 
turns  and  pleads  for  its  liberation  from  the  blight 
of  gin.  and  the  curse  and  night  of  superstition 
and  heathenism. 

The  writer  desires  in  this  brief  article  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  heroic  hearts  of  our  Baptist  <young  men 
and  women  in  the  South,  and  to  set  forth  a  three¬ 
fold  challenge  for  the  consecration  of  the  very 
best  they  have— their  lives.  To  do  this  he  has 
chosen  to  briefly  outline  the  present  religious 
status  of  the  world. 

1.  II  it  a  challenge  of  unusual  opportunity. 

The  powers  of  evil  have  been  dealt  a  great  blow. 
Heathen  traditions  and  superstitions  are  retreat¬ 
ing  before  the  onward  march  of  a  militant 
Christianity.  For  example,  during  the  recent  war. 
the  men  of  India  and  Africa  were  called  by  the 
British  government  into  the  fighting  ranks,  China 
did  her  part  In  a  worthy  way.  In  the  lines  and 
elsewhere  on  duty  could  be  seen  Anamists,  Hin¬ 
dus.  Confuclanlsts,  Buddists  and  cultured  Shln- 
toists  from  Japan.  These  who  came  from  their 
dens  of  superstition  and  idolatry,  are  returning 
now,  having  learned  by  personal  contact,  of  the 
Ideals  of  our  Christian  civilisation.  It  is  not  ex¬ 
travagant  to  expect  that  this  will  greatly  facili¬ 
tate  Christian  work  in  their  native  lands.  In 
fact,  the  Orient  stands  today  with  outstretched 
hands  pleading  for  the  Christian  standards  of  the 
West 

2.  It  it  a  challenge  to  hearty  fidelity. 

(1)  Fidelity  to  our  own  convictions.  Who  of 
our  Baptist  young  people  have  not  already  taken 
cognizance  of  efforts  being  made  to  reduce  our 
religious  activities  to  a  creedless,  spineless,  social 
propaganda?  Practically  every  fundamental  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  Bible  Is  now  a  plaything  in  the  hands 
of  the  religious  unlonlzers.  A  mighty  need  is  upon 
us  now,  for  consecrated  young  men  and  women, 
who  have  a  serious  conviction  on  such  things  as 
the  Deity  of  Christ,  the  Inspiration  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  the  lost  and  ruined  condition  of  sinful 
men,  and  their  redemption  only  in  the  atoning 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  gtye  themselves  anew 
to  faithful  proclamation  of  these  truths  to  all 
men. 

(2)  Close  akin  to  this,  is  fidelity  to  the  march¬ 
ing  orders  of  our  Captain— the  Christ  of  Missions. 
“Go  ye  and  make  disciples  of  all  the  nations,  bap¬ 
tizing  them  into  the  name  of  the  Father. 
Son  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  teaching  them  to  observe 
ALL  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded"  (Mt 
28:19-20.)  We  cannot  all  fnlflll  this  command  by 
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giving  our  money;  some  must  give  their  Uvea 
It  is  the  honest  conviction  of  the  writer  that 
there  are  hundreds  of  preachers  in  American  pul¬ 
pits,  who  should  be  on  the  foreign  Held. 

3.  It  is  a  challenge  of  great  need. 

I  wish  to  mention  two  needs,  the  first  of  which 
I  pass  over  with  a  mere  statement. 

I.  The  need  for  an  enlarged  number  of  work¬ 
ers  to  carry  forward  the  work  which  has  already 
boen  started  in  every  land.  Secretary  Love  re¬ 
cently  made  a  tour  of  the  Orient,  and  on  bis  re¬ 
turn  Issued  a  printed  tabulation  of  the  present 
needs  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  The  Im¬ 
perative  needs  as  summarised  on  the  last  page  of 
that  report,  are  197  new  missionaries.  With  our 
enlarged  program  for  foreign  missions  as  plan 
ned  In  the  $75,000,000  Campaign,  this  demand  will 
be  457. 

2-  The  need  of  the  world's  millions  who  are 
lost  In  darkness  and  sin.  It  has  been  estimated 
that  in  Asia  and  Africa  200.000,000  people  go  to 
bed  hungry  each  night  Famines  are  almost  as 
common  In  India  and  China  as  rain  in  America 
All  the  non-Christian  lands  are  smitten  with  dis¬ 
eases.  We  quote  from  authority  on  this  subject, 
who  says:  "Epidemics  are  tbe  -  rule.  Cholera, 
tuberculosis,  sleeping  sickness,  plague,  smallpox, 
measles,  yellow  fever  and  malaria  take  their  ter¬ 
rible  toll  In  millions  every  year." 

The  moral  and  social  status  of  heathendom  Is 
no  better.  The  treatment  accorded  women  and 
children  is  the  final  word  in  human  degradation 
In  India  there  are  268,760  girls  married  under  4 
years  of  age;  2.342.433  between  the  ages  of  6  and 
-9  years,  and  6,016,759  between  the  ages  of  10  and 
14  years.  Girls  !o  Mohammedan  lands  are  all 
married  before  tbe  age  of  14  years. 

But  what  of  the  r.  ligious  condition  of  tbe 
world?  Space  forbtds  a  detailed  answer  to  this 
question.  Only  a  summary  can  be  given.  There 
are  In  the  world  about  1.626,000.000  people.  Of 
these  about  850,000,000  are  religiously  classed  as 
heathens.  These  are  divided  as  follows: 

Hindus,  who  do  not  believe  In  a  personal  Ood. 
To  them  there  Is  nothing  in  the  world  but  spirit 
The  universe  is  one  great  impersonal  spirit,  and 
man’s  highest  hope  is  to  lose  his  own  personal 
identity  in  the  great  world  spirit. 

(b)  Buddhists,  who  in  their  beginning  were 
atheists,  but  who  are  now  rank  polytheism.  Their 
highest  hope  is  to  cease  to  exist. 

(c)  Confuclanlxita,  who  inhabit  China  and 
worship  their  forefathers  Instead  of  Ood. 

(d)  Others  are  Shintoist*  of  Japan,  who  wor 
ship  the  Emperor,  and  fettish  worshippers  of 
Africa,  and  many  other  minor  classes. 

Then  217,000,000  Mohammendans  who  are  not 
classed  as  heathens,  reject  Christ,  only  Ood  and 
Mohammet  a*  His  prophet  Again  there  are 
11,000,000  Jews  In  the  world  who  deny  Christ, 
and  hence  are  eternally  lost  These  figures  do 
not  Include  275.000.000  Roman  Catholics  scattered 
over  the  world,  and  120.000.000  Greek  Catholics  In 
Western  Asia  and  Eastern  Europe,  few  of  whom, 
as  Baptists  believe,  have  light  enough  to  be 
saved.  Over  against  all  these,  we  place  only 
about  176.000.000  Protestants  of  all  faiths,  and 
not  over  11,000,000  Baptists. 

Oh,  my  dear  Christian  reader,  these  lines  are 
written  in  behalf  of  a  lost  world.  Are  you  not 
able  to  see  them?  Over  h  billion  souls  without 
any  knowledge  of  our  Saviour!  In  the  name  of 
a  lost  humanity,  and  in  the  name  of  a  great  Christ 
who  d’ed  to  save  will  you  not  hear  the  “Challenge 
of  a  Lout  World,”  and  here  and  now  consecrate 
your  life  to  Its  redemption?

Four-Minute  Talk  at  Central  Aeooctalton  W.M.C. 

Worcester  defines  organization  as  "The  act 
of  putting  things  in  readiness  for  operation 
Every  kind  of  work,  be  it  secular  or  religious, 
requires  a  perfect  organization.  Failure  to  or¬ 
ganize  will  mean  failure  to  succeed,  so  in  our 
Baptist  75  Million  Campaign"  the  one  absolute 
element  of  success  is  organization.  While  this  is 
true  the  fact  stares  us  in  the  face,  that  on  the 
very  point  of  organization,  we  find  the  weakest 
spot  in  our  Baptist  church  life.  Not  one  out  of 
50  of  our  churches  has  already  any  sort  of 
worthy  organization  by  which  it  can  reach  every 
name  of  its  membership,  on  a  glveq  issue,  very 
few  have  ever  put  on  an  every-member  canvass 
for  any  thing. 

The  plans  of  organization  in  this  campaign  are 
ample  and  sufficient  to  remedy  once  and  falnillv 
this  reproachful  lack  of  organization.  Cnlformity 
of  organization  and  concert  of  action,  are  the 
climax  and  glorification  of  Baptist  doctrine  of 
voluntary  co-operation  between  the  churches  in 
promoting  great  common-cause  denominational 
enterprises. 

I  plead  with  every  possible  Insistence  that  the 
churches  In  our  association  adopt,  with  all  pos¬ 
sible  haste.,  the  plans  of  organization  sent  out 
by  the  campaign  committee,  and  that  every  one 
of  our  churches  become  at  once  a  veritable 
training  ramp  in  preparation  for  the  great  battle 
on  November  3nth.  This  as  we  know  is  the  date 
for  the  beginning  of  the  big  eight-day  drive. 
October  is  "Enlistment  Month  "  Friends,  let  us 
do  our  very  best  during  this  month  to  enlist 
all  of  our  women.  What  a  blessed  privilege  Is 
ours  to  be  co-oworkers  with  the  King  of  Kings. 

There  is  a  work  for  each  of  us  to  do.  Dr. 
Adcock  says  we  have  organized  sin  In  practical¬ 
ly  all  our  churches  In  the  following  forms:

On  awakening  that  morn¬ 
ing  the  first  thought  was.  this  is  our  day  of 
prayer  and  the  first  prayer  was  "Lord  help  me 
to  live  this  day  in  a  way  that  will  honor  Thee." 
The  day  was  filled  with  a  wonderful  spirit — we 
were  at  Mansfield.  La. — a  great  tent  full  of 
people  prayed  much  and  fasted  all  day.  Hundreds 
of  women  filled  that  tent  at  2  In  the  afternoon 
— while  the  men  went  into  smaller  conferences, 
and  never  have  I  felt  such  Joyful  ease  in  speak¬ 
ing  or  such  perfect  ease  and  rest  in  body  and 
mind  as  on  this  day.  because  "somebody  prayed.' 
Driving  this  beautiful  September  morning  forty 
miles  through  the  country  to  make  the  Mans¬ 
field  meeting,  many  times  my  campaign  prayer 
came  to  mv  heart  and  lips,  "Lord  take  me.  Lord 
make  me.  Lord  keep  me.  1-ord  use  me." 

Once  as  the  prayer  "I-ord  keep  me. 
went  up.  we  escaped  by  a  yery  few  Inches 
a  dreadful  aceident.  At .  a  turn  In  the  road  a 
reckless  driver  came  speeding  at  unheard  o! 
speed  and  missed  us  bya  few  Inches — "Lord 
keep  me."  How  can  any  doubt  that  God  direct¬ 
ly  answers  prayer.  Long  will  we  look  back  to 
September  24th.  1919.  as  a  Calendar  Day  still 
and  may  we  be  led  by  the  memory  of  this  prec¬ 
ious  day  to  spend  more  time  in  prayer.  After 
this  day  of  fasting,  may  we  never  again  find  our 
women  putting  so  much  time  and  thought  on  the 
lunch  at  our  all  day  meetings. — that  not  one  will 
have  to  miss  any  part  of  the  program — but 
rather  that  we  may  enjoy  the  spiritual  food  so 
necessary  to  our  spiritual  growth.

On  Sept.  27th  your  W.  M.  U  organiger  went 
for  Sunday  to  Clinton.  Miss.,  where  we  had  a 
blessed  opportunity  in  the  great  crowd  gathered 
there,  made  especially  inviting  by  the  goodly 
number  of  college  girls  present.

In  so  far  as  we  cultivate 
the  latter  type  of  religious  life,  we  ] 
are  following  out  the  precedents  of 
those  Intrepid  pioneers  who  first  gave 
Baptists  a  standing  in  the  world — 
men  who  thought  their  own  thoughts 
even  though  all  their  contemporaries 
sneered  and  they  were  left  practical¬ 
ly  alone.

They  worked  it  out  for  them¬ 
selves.  They  cared  not  about  confor¬ 
mity.  but  only  for  the  truth.  This 
was  their  passion,  and  they  would 
have  never  understood  the  appeal, 
heard  in  more  than  one  quarter  today 
to  be  loyal  to  what  our  Baptist  fore¬ 
bears  taught.  Just  because  these  same  j 
fathers  have  won  a  reputation  for 
Baptist  regularity  It  is  easy  to  rubber  j 
stamp  the  past,  to  give  it  our  O.  K.
